SESSION IS PRECEDENT

At a special meeting of council on 
last Wednesday evening, the contract 
for the collecting of garbage in the 
borough of Narberth during 1929 was 
awarded to William J. Funston, of 
East Conshohocken. Mr. Funston was 
low bidder among the bids submitted 
at the December meeting of council 
with a bid of $3600. David C. Wil- 
fong, who had the contract for 1928, 
was high bidder for 1929 with a figure 
of $4800. 



The commodious new quarters of 
the Narberth Post Office and the 
efficiency of the' men enabled the 
local office to handle the greatest 
volume of Christmas mail in its his- 
tory with unprecedented ease. Not 
only was the Post Office never be- 
hind in delivery or dispatching of 
mail, but everything was cleaned up 
by Christmas Eve. 

Postmaster J. Bertram Nesper re- 
ports that packages were wrapped 
better than ever. There was little 
or no trouble on that score, he said. 
The seventeenth to the twenty-sec- 
ond were the biggest days of the 
rush, the receipts at the Post Office 
being approximately $1000 per day 
for that period. The four deliveries 
of mail on Sunday, a new wrinkle 
this year, aided materially in clean- 
ing up late mailings. 

A $1500. increase in business for 
this month is reported by the postal 
authoritie > as opposed to the similar 
period last year. This will bring 
the total business for the year at the 
local office to about $34,000. On a 
yearly basis; this represents a $5000 
increase over 1927. 

Christmas cards the Pd.\t Office 
says are more popular than ever. 
From the eighteenth to the twenty- 
fourth, the first clar.s mailing, total- 
ed from 10,000 to 1 4,000-, a day. 

Keeping the Post Offiqe_ window

APARTMENT HOUSE 



Neighbors and Civic Associa- 
tion Voice Objections 
at Hearing. 



DECISION IS DEFERRED 



Casper W. B. Townsend's plea 
for a change of zoning classifica- 
tion for his 3.624-acre property 
was snowed under by his indig- 
nant Merion neighbors at a public 
hearing held before the regular 
December meeting of the Lower 
Merion Township Commission, 
Wednesday night, in Ardmore. No 
decision was given by the com- 
missioners, but it seemed a fore- 
gone conclusion at the end of the 
testimony that the plea would be 
rejected. 

In order that Mr. Townsend's 
attorney, Aaron S. Swartz, Jr., of 
Norristown, might have an oppor- 
tunity to file a brief combatting 
that filed at the hearing by Wil- 
liam J. Conlen, decision was made 
to give the matter further consid- 
eration at a special meeting to be 
held 8 P. M., Thursday, Decem- 
ber 27. The unofficial opinion 
voiced by one commissioner was 
that this step was taken in order 
to give the plaintffs no 
ground whatever for filing an ap- 
peal based on legal technicalities, 
when the petition is rejected. 

Mr. Townsend, who appeared at 
the meeting, was represented by 
his attorney; opposing them was 
the aroused public opinion of Mer- 
ion, voiced by John Dashiell 
Myers, representing the Merioti 
Civic Association, of which he is 
president, and several of its di- 
rectors and members; William J. 
Conlen, attorney for 19 owners of 
adjoining properties, and several 
of the property-owners them- 
selves. 

Mr. Swartz asked that the 
Townsend property, for a depth of 
200 feet, along City Line from 
Merion to Blancoyd roads, be 
given a "C" instead of an "A" 
zoning classification, in order that 
the property might be sold and an 
apartment house constructed on 
it. His grounds: That the pro- 
posed structure would not be det- 
rimental to good health, safety or 
morals.

The body 
is frequently silent on the ques- 
tion. It offers no warning what- 
soever. 

"Nevertheless, it is the latent 
defect that later comes to the sur- 
face in an irremediable form. And 
it is right here that the power of 
heart disease, cancer, tuberculo- 
sis, diabetes and other killers has 



"Train a child in the way in 
which it should go" is the old Bib- 
lical injunction being followed by 
the directors of elementary and 
kindergarten education in the De- 
partment of Public Instruction. 

Miss Helen Purcell, the director, 
has outlined definite aims and prac- 
tices to be instilled into young minds 
upon their first contact with the 
world outside the home. 

The program is aimed to develop 
qualities of ideal American person- 
ality as these qualities operate in 
moral and civic life. 

Under the plan children are 
taught to be "fair, truthful, cour- 
teous, kindly, reliable, thrifty, cour- 
ageous" and the other qualities 
which it is believed are essential to 
good citizenship. 

The qualities are divided into the 
following two classes : 

i. Characteristics that civilized 
peoples, in general, accept as emi- 
nently desirable : The individual 
who possesses these characteristics 
is honest, self-respecting, fair, truth- 
ful, courteous, kindly ; is reliable, 
charitable, thrifty, courageous, self- 
controlled, persistent ; gives credit 
where credit is due, has a sense of 
duty ; has strong family feelings ; 
has self-protecting recreational as- 
sets ; is a faithful worker, whatever 
his field of work may be. 

2. Characteristics specifically es- 
sential to the highly effective Amer- 
ican citizen : The individual who 
possesses these characteristics is 
conscious of his responsibility as a 
member of a universal, governing 
class : appreciates the attainments 
and possibilities of the nation ; con- 
sistently expresses his convictions 
through the ballot; is a defender 
of the right ; considers the greatest 
good in his political judgment ; 
seeks the highest possible operation 
of law and order; has knowledge of 
current problems affecting the na- 
tion and the world ; actively seeks 
the truth ; analyzes the needs of the 
community, State and jjiation ; wisi 
capable of successful teamwoiK ; 
appreciates the need for community 
health ; recognizes the dignity of 
labor; protects children in their 
right to physical and mental de- 
velopment ; appreciates the relation- 
ship between self-government and 
education. 

To accomplish these aims, effec- 
tive instruction is an essential req- 
uisite. Good teaching is accord- 
ingly defined as a common sense 
problem subject to test on a com- 
mon sense basis. Stress has been 
placed on the need for school work 
that will thoroughly and effectively 
meet the standards that society has 
set for itself.

The architectural profession is 
just beginning to come back into its 
own after centuries of unrecogni- 
tion. In ancient days an architect 
was a master builder, but that did 
not mean, as it does now, a combi- 
nation of mason, carpenter and 
plumber. He was an artist, a sculp- 
tor and an engineer — a man of high 
gifts and culture. The buildings he 
left behind him are masterpieces of 
artistic beauty and engineering skill. 
And why shouldn't it be just as im- 
portant for our buildings to be 
beautiful as our paintings? More 
important, in fact, since we have to 
live in them, work in them, worship 
in them and learn in them. They 
are nearly all of our life, whereas 
a picture that we look at only now 
and then is a mere fraction of our 
life. 

The Renaissance was the period 
of highest culture in the architectu- 
ral profession. Architects then were 
gifted in all of the arts ; they were 
poets and essayists, sculptors, gold 
and silver workers, painters, ''deco- 
rators" and furniture designers 
They were experts in all of the 
graphic and plastic arts, as well as 
many of the crafts. Ruskin has 
called architecture ''frozen music," 
so perhaps we might say that archi- 
tects were musicians also! Today 
the profession of architecture is so 
complex that there is no time to 
cultivate any of the arts or sciences 
that do not directly bear upon build- 
ing. This is the age of specializa- 
tion, and only the exceptional indi- 
vidual can become expert in any 
but the one specialized "line" that 
he has chosen for his career. 

During the Victorian period ar- 
chitecture reached the depths of bad 
artistry and bad taste. Monuments 
of ugliness sprang up all over the

Paper of 1889 Describes Convention 

That Achieved County's "Redemption' 



Following is the election calendar 
prepared by authorities at Harrisburg, 
covering all election information for 
1929: 

The date of the fall primary is 
Tuesday, September 17. The county 
municipal elections will be held Tues- 
day, November 5. 

In Lower Merion township the terms 
of Treasurer Peter C. Hess, Magistrate 
Howard Stillwagon and Dr. J. H. 
Meredith, School Directors Richard 
Hamilton, Everett E. Burlingame, Wil- 
liam J. Byrnes, Jr., and township com- 
missioners William Sherwood, West 
Ardmore; William T. Abell, South 
Ardmore; George F. Curwen, Rose- 
mont; Dr. Frank Barker, Gladwyne; 
Albert R. Gray, East Bryn Mawr, and 
Henry Delaplaine, of Merion, all ex- 
pire at that time. 

With the exception of one Superior 
Court Judge, no State-wide offices will 
be filled next year. The other places 
to be filled are county, city, town and 
township posts. 

Other features of the political cal- 
endar are: 

First day for securing signatures 
on petitions for nomination to be filed 
with the Secretary of Commonwealth 
Johnson, Wednesday. June 19. Last 
day for filing petitions with the Sec- 
retary of Commonwealth for primary, 
Monday, July 29. 

First day to secure signatures on 
petitions to be filed with the county 
commissioners, Thursday, July 4. 

Last day for filing petitions with 
the Secretary of the Commonwealth 
nomination papers by independent 
bodies of citizens, for judges, Friday, 
September 6. 

Last day for filing with the county 
commissioners nomination papers by 
independent bodies of citizens for 
county, city, borough and township 
offices, Tuesday, October 8. 

Last day when candidates for judge 
may be withdrawn before 'the primary, 
Tuesday. August 5. 

Last "day when candidates for mu- 
nicipal offices may withdraw before the 
primary, Tuesday, August 19. 

Last day when candidates nomi- 
nated at the primary election may 
withdraw from nomination, Friday, 
October 11. 

Last day to be assessed for the No- 
vember election is Thursday, Septem- 
ber 5. The assessors sit at the poll- 
ing places on September 2 and 4 for 
the accommodation of voters. 

Last day to pay tax to qualify for 
^"Tne November election, Saturday, Oc- 
tober 5. 



Thirty-nine years ago, on September 
24, 1889, Republicans of Montgomery 
county held "one of the most intelli- 
gent and orderly conventions that ever 
assembled in Norristovvn." According 
to the Norristown Daily Herald of that 
date, "the men through whose efforts 
has been achieved the work of redeem- 
ing Montgomery county from Demo- 
cratic rule were present in force," an 
indication that the county was not 
always overwhelmingly Republican. 

The convention was the leading 
story of the day and about the only 
local news on the front page of the 
newspaper then edited by the late Mor- 
gan R. Wills. A column of jokes and 
summaries of news from all over the 
world occupied prominent positions. 

Lower Merion delegates at the con- 
vention, which met at the Court 
House, were W. B. Crawford, Thomas 
H. Barker and Thomas Cummings, of 
the Upper District; Edward H. Ball, 
E. W. Heston and John Roberts, 
Lower District; Richard Greenwood, 
John Jackson and Martin Hummel, 
East District; Harry L. Andrews, 
Joseph P. Cuthbert and Charles S. 
Fredericks, Ardmore District; I. N. 
Marshall, C. N. Barker and J. W. 
Arthur, Bryn Mawr District. 

While it was reported that "there 
was considerable anxiety that the 
nominations should be so distributed 
as to bring out the full party vote in 
every section of the county," Lower 
Merion's sole candidate for the office 
of sheriff failed to survive the prelimi- 
naries. He was Charles W. Humph- 
reys or Humphries, of Bryn Mawr. 
Mifflin A. Campbell, of Pottstown, 
won this nomination for which there 
were seven other candidates. 

Running true to form for decades, 
hut one candidate could be persuaded 
to stand for coroner. He was Silas 
Kinkiner, of Norristown. Another 
nomination by acclamation was that of 
Henry M. Brownback, of Limerick, 
I for District Attorney. 
1 By noon the convention had selected 
nominees for the several offices as fol- 
lows: Henry M. Brownback, Limer- 
ick, district attorney; Mifflin A. Camp- 
bell, Pottstown, sheriff (three ballots 
necessary); Coroner, Silas Kinkiner 
Norristown. At the end of two ballots 
for county treasurer, the candidates 
were arrayed, as follows: Samuel S. 
Comlv, Jenkintown, 67; A. D. God- 
shall," Lansdale, 3G}4; William D. 
Hunsberger, Souderton. 34; Edwin S. 
Stahlnccker, Norristown. 100^; votes 
necessary to choice, 120. 

At this period the convention ad- 
journed until afternoon. Besides a 
nominee for county treasurer a selec- 
tion was still to be made for Director 
of the Poor with James M. Coulston, 
Whitemarsh, and Harry S. Lowery, 
Gwynedd, as candidates.

One policeman sauntered down from 
the police station, heard the story, 
chased the crowd, and laughed. No 
casualties were reported.

Twenty-five Features to Model 

Control Measure for 

Cities. 



Believing that the model municipal 
traffic ordinance recently adopted by 
the National Conference on Street and 
Highway Safety under the direction 
of President-elect Herbert Hoover 
represents a forward step in motor 
transportation, E. T. Strong, president, 
and other executives of the Buick 
Motor Company have rallied to the 
support of the new measure. 

"This new ordinance, it seems to 
me, is certain to result in a saving 
of human life," Strong declared, "as 
well as prove of great benefit to the 
traveling public in bringing about uni- 
formity and clarity in traffic regula- 
tions." 

The 25 high points of the new ordi- 
nance follow: 

(1) Recommends the creation of an 
official traffic body in each city to 
co-ordinate all municipal agencies in 
matters of traffic regulation, control 
and enforcement. 

(a) Recommends establishment of 
a division of traffic engineering and 
employment of a city traffic engineer 
in cities where there is a serious traf- 
fic problem.

(19) Provides that all vehicles shall 
keep on the right side of the street, 
and that slow-moving vehicles keep as 
closely as possible to the right curb, 
except where conditions make it im- 
practicable. 

(20) Provides that right turns shall 
be made from the right-hand curb and 
that left turns shall be from the traffic 
lane nearest the center of the street. 
In making left turn vehicle shall pass 
to the right of the center of the inter- 
section, unless otherwise directed. 

(21) Provides that all left turns 
shall be made on the "go" signal, un- 
less otherwise directed by a police 
officer. 

(22) Provides that turning around 
shall be prohibited unless movement 
can be made in safety and without 
backing or interference with other 
traffic. 

(23) Provides that vehicles emerg- 
ing from alleys or private driveways 
shall stop before proceeding across 
sidewalk. 

(24) Provides that all vehicles shall 
come to a stop before entering a 
"through street." 

(25) Provides that vehicles left un- 
attended on street shall have brakes 
set and engine stopped, and that park- 
ed vehicles shall _ be equipped with 
proper lights at night.

Justice Sutherland, in the case of Vil 
lage of Euclid, et al, v. Ambler Realty 
Company : 

"With particular reference to apart- 
ment houses it is pointed out that the 
development of detached house sections 
Is greatly retarded by the coming of 
apartment houses, which has sometimes 
resulted In destroying the entire section 
for private house purposes; that in such 
sections very often the apartment house 
is a mere parasite constructed In order 
to take advantage of the open spaces 
and attractive surroundings created by 
the residential character of the dis- 
trict. . . .Under these circumstances 
apartment houses which In a different 
environmen would be not only unob- 
jectionable, but highly desirable, come 
very near to being nuisances." 

President John Dashlell Myers, of the 
Merion Civic Association, declared that 
its membership of over 600 supports a 
resolution adopted at a directors' meet- 
ing December 10, of which he submitted 
a certified copy. It stated that "this 
board of directors opposes in the strong- 
est possible terms any change affect- 
ing Merion zoning classifications, and 
more particularly It opposes a change in 
the Townsend estate." 

"Every resident of Merlon has an op- 
portunity to seek a change from the 
proposed zone code before it was finally 
adopted," Mr. Myers declared. "Mr. 
Townsend here made no protest at that 
time. . . ." 

Many Object. 
Several nearby property owners de- 
clared their opposition to the proposed 
change — including: W. J. Montgomery, 
probably the latest purchaser of property 
in the neighborhood; E. M. Schmucker, 
who declared seven properties on Blan- 
coyd road, now worth over a million 
dollars altogether, would suffer at least 
20 per cent, depreciation if an apart- 
ment house were erected nearby; J. F.
